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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To the School Board of Rye: 

The brief interval between two successive annual reports 
does not usually disclose any radical or revolutionary changes. 
If such were in evidence, a report of this kind would be unnec- 
essary. Gradual and steady development of routine school 
work along carefully planned and conservative lines makes for 
greatest efficiency. Notwithstanding recent and meritorious 
demands of many subjects for a place in the public school 
curriculum, the usual common school branches, unquestionably 
of utmost importance in the life of present day society, have 
received undivided attention. I hope the time is not far 
distant when Rye can consider special work in drawing, 
manual training and domestic science. When the Board and 
citizens are ready, I shall be glad to forward plans along these 
lines, but more urgent matters are before us for adjustment, 
in order to make the school system what it ought to be for 
efficiency, and nothing short of what a town, with the social 
and financial standing of Rye, should demand. 

The last school year was one of adjustment to new conditions 
as Rye had just re-entered a supervisory union after several 
years out of such a union. I believe the past year has been 
one of progress in perfecting plans and system in the conduct 
of the schools. At the beginning of the year last September, a 
revised course of study for all grades and classes, to be used in 
connection with the state programme, was put into use, and 
classroom work is following this plan in a commendable way, as 
far as conditions will permit. Quarterly reports to parents, 
with a summary of the same to be kept on file for perpetual 
reference, are in operation, and besides these, special notices 
have been prepared to be sent to parents in case their special 
attention had best be directed to any phase of the children’s 
work. These notices are for scholarship, for attendance and 
for medical inspection. A card index of text-books and 
pupils has been prepared. I trust a systematic handling of 
books will show improvement in number, variety and quality 
of books issued to pupils. Monthly reports and returns from 
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the same have been continued as last year. All this is planned 
to furnish a maximum of information with a minimum of 
‘““book-keeping”’ on part of teachers. 

No radical change in text-books has been made. New 
Geographies replaced old and worn out books at the Center 
and South. The other schools will need new books next year. 
.Fourth and sixth grade history has been made more satis- 
factory by supplying the books “‘ Ruth of Boston” and ‘‘Stories 
from English History” respectively, as required work, the 
first half of the sixth year being devoted to work which form- 
erly occupied a year. In physiology, a book on good health 
has been supplied for grade six and a more simple book in 
civics for grade eight. More music readers were needed and 
have been placed in use. Sets of Child Life readers, Baldwin 
and Bender readers, Progressive readers and Sunbonnet Babies 
have been added for use in a few grades. <A book for fourth 
history and geography is needed. Sets of measures have been 
provided and more are needed, along with some special refer- 
ence books in language and nature study for desk use of 
teachers. Some six sets have been provided for the other 
towns in the district. More reading material is in great 
demand so as not to require the changing of sets of books from 
one school to another as fast as one class is through and another 
ready for the same book. Instead of reading over and over 
the same selections, which process tends to produce a lack of 
interest in good literature and a mere calling of words, general 
results should be improved by fresh material to hold interest, 
and this is what we are trying to do with the limited supply 
of material at our command. 

Special attention, with varying degrees of success, has been 
paid to matters of temperature, ventilation and personal 
hygiene of the pupils. A system of physical inspection, rather 
superficial at present, has been started. Teachers observe 
pupils, reporting apparent and suspicious cases of abnormal 
conditions, and I have made more careful examination of 
these and sent notices to parents, recommending treatment or 
advising consultation with physician. A majority of cases 
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have been reported back to me as asked for on the notices 
sent out. A regular system of medical inspection, or medical 
reference, would be advisable for Board to adopt. I think 
it could be easily arranged and legal provision was made at 
the last session of the General Court. 

Parents’ days were held at the several schools last spring; 
20 parents of the 129 pupils came out to see the work. The 
same kind of an exhibition will be held a little later this year, 
and on a larger scale. 

Work in music has been very commendable and I have 
words only of favorable comment to make in regard to the 
policy of the town in providing this course and retaining Miss 
Hoyt as instructor. This year an original plan in the music 
of all classes, but more particularly with the beginners, is 
being worked out in connection with the regular system. It 
is along lines to correlate the music more closely with reading 
and arithmetic and Miss Hoyt estimates that the beginners 
will be at least a term ahead this year in tone production, 
reading and amount of ground covered, while the interest 
is 100% greater. 

Since the last annual report, there have been changes in 
teachersin allexcept theSouth school and at present the schools 
are well provided for, each teacher being a graduate of, or 
having had experience in, Normal or Training schools. They 
are laboring under disadvantages of large number of classes 
in each school, though in most cases not a too large number of 
pupils, were they in two or three grades. We are doing the 
best we can with a clear knowledge of what ought to be. I 
would, if space permitted, merely reiterate my version of the 
situation in Rye as found in my report of last year. The same 
holds true this year. Under the pressure of present day 
demands in school matters, conditions in Rye are inadequate 
to cope with the requirements to any very high degree of 
success or credit to the town, and the public must not expect 
quality and quantity of results as are obtained in neighboring 
towns until conditions are made more in keeping with modern 
ideas. Matters were greatly benefited by arranging for an 
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assistant at the East school, but only after the situation be- 
came so strained that a serious break in school work was 
inevitable; 51 pupils in every grade and with 47 seats in a 
room designed to comfortably and hygienically accommodate 
40 pupils, was the situation. The assistant teacher has practi- 
cally the same work as a regular teacher. Use is made of the 
dressing room for recitation purposes and answers only pass- 
ably well. It is not right to have such work in a room full 
of clothing and dinner pails, with doors opening directly to the 
toilets and to which pupils from the main room are frequently 
passing and necessarily interrupting the recitation by four 
successive openings of doors. A stove has to be used for heat- 
ing, as the furnace was not designed to keep this room warm 
enough for class use. The lighting was not provided with the 
intention that the room be used for recitations and the window 
space is not sufficient by at least one half. 

A glance at table II shows the movement of pupils through 
the grades in so far as we can tell under the present arrange- 
ment. As compared with other towns in the district, Durham 
was 92%, Greenland 82% and Newington 85%. The state 
average was 86%. Greenland has this last year added an extra 
room in the Grammar school for the accommodation of the 40 
pupils and thus supplying an intermediate room. Of the 11 
pupils in Rye in the eighth grade last June, 4 were admitted 
to High school, with general average of 74% (70 being required), 
3 are repeating and 4 are not, to my knowledge, attending 
school. This is a 36% admission to High school, compared 
with 12% in 1910 and a state average of 883%. The ages and 
length of school experience of the pupils in all the schools is 
such that at least six or seven grades should be provided. In 
order to secure anything approaching a reasonably long 
recitation period, classes have been grouped and _ several 
studies dropped for the time being, with the idea of what we 
do to have done as well as possible. This has been done 
sparingly in hopes that the town would remedy the situation. 
Apparently the most feasible plan was advocated some years 
ago by citizens and Board familiar with the situation. That 
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is, provide accommodations at the Center for a Grammar 
school, drawing pupils of grades seven and eight, and possibly 
grade six, from the whole town and arranging transportation 
on cars where the distance is much greater than would ordin- 
arily be met by pupils. 

The rule adopted by the Board, permitting pupils to enter 
only once during the year unless qualified to enter some 
existing class, made an appreciable difference in the last 
spring term. 

Owing to persistent and commendable efforts on part of the 
teachers last year, the attendance was made the best in years. 
Note table III for comparison of past five years. Owing to 
hard weather and much sickness this winter, prospects for an 
equally good record this year look dubious. Regular and 
punctual attendance at school is indispensable for efficient 
school work and the creditable standing of the town in educa- 
tional matters. Parents can do much to help the campaign for 
good attendance. 

I call attention to the statistical tables: which contain a 
summary of the data reported to the State Department last 
July. To the School Board, teachers and citizens, I express 
my appreciation for co-operation rendered.

Laws Pertaining to ‘Taxation. 


(2 RO 


APPRAISAL OF TAXABLE PROPERTY. 
Public Statutes, Chapter 58. 


Section 1. The Selectmen shall appraise all taxable 
property at its full and true value in money as they would 
appraise the same in payment of a just debt due from a 
solvent debtor, and shall receive and consider all evidence 
that may be submitted to them relative to the value of shares 
in corporations and other property, the value of which cannot 
be determined by personal examination. 


“‘It is not for courts, or juries, or other officers of the gov- 
ernment to be governed in the performance of their duty by 
their own individual notions, or convictions, with respect to 
the policy, or impolicy of the law. It is for the legislative 
branch of the government to determine the policy of the law, 
not for those charged with its administration. And, until it 
is changed by that branch of the government, the law must 
be enforced as it stands.” Mitchell, J. Charge to Hills- 
borough County Grand Jury, January 2, 1912. 


It is the duty of the tax commission to order reassessments 
of any or all parcels of property in town when in the judgment 
of the commission it appears that such property is improperly 
or unequally assessed, or the tax laws in any manner evaded 
or violated. 

It is the duty of Selectmen and Assessors to comply with 
such orders of the commission. Laws 1911, ch. 169, s. 8. (12.) 

The tax commission will not hesitate to perform its full 
duty in the above respect, and hold Selectmen and Assessors 
responsible for the performance of their duties. 
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
